PATIENTS^_PERISHED. 


Inmates of Sanitarium Chained To Beds 


Were Roasted. 


OTHERS JUMPED TO MEET THEIR DEATH 


Shrieking Inmates Filled Windows and Cried in Vain for Help 


—Ten Known to Have Been Killed and Thirty 


Wounded—Disaster Occurred at Chicago. 


Chicago, June 10—The police, cor- 


oner and states attorney this morning 
began an investigation into the cause 
of and responsibility for the fire in 
St. Luke's asylum for the insane Mon- 
day which resulted in the death of ten 
persons 'and the injury of over fifty. 
The probe will be rigorously applied 
and the authorities are confident that 
criminal proceedings will be justified 
by their findings. 


All of the injured are doing well this 


.morning and it is not expected that 
the death roll will be increased. 


Chicago, June 10.—Nine men and 


one women were killed and about 30 
persons were injured in a fire which 
Monday afternoon destroyed the san- 
itarium conducted by the St. Luke's 
Society at the corner of Wabash av- 
enue and Twentyfirst street. By far 
the greater portion of the patients 
received in the institution were those 
seeking cure from the drink habit 
and those addicted to the use of 
drugs. When the fire broke out there 
was on the fifth floor a number of 
patients suffering from delirium tre- 
mens and some who were deranged 
by drugs. 
Several of these 
were 


strapped to their beds and it 
found impossible to save them.

The blaze 
was discovered by James Newell,

As the cry of "Fire" rang through 


r 
the building patients sprang from 
their beds, and before they could be 
prevented several jumped from 
the 


windows to the pavement. The De- 
partment was on the scene within a 
few minutes, and as the windows were 
filled with people shrieking for help 
the firemen devoted their first efforts 
to saving lives, and allowed the fire 
to burn. Alderman 
Kent was in a 


room on the fifth floor with his at- 
tendant, A. W. Wattles. The Alder- 
man, was in straight-jacket, 
and 


his hands 
were manacled. When 


the alarm was sounded Wattles ran 
to investigate. 


He found the elevator shaft a mass 


of flames and ran back to help 
the 


Alderman, 'who, 
unable to do any- 


thing with his hands, was almost mad 
with fear. He had groped his way to 
the floor, and by the time his attend- 
ant had reached him he had fallen to 
the floor overcome with smoke. Wat- 
tles tried to drag him down the hall 
but Kent had become so crazed that 
it was almost impossible to do any- 
thing with him. Wattles was finally 
compelled to run for his life,' as the 
flames were already 
scorching" his 


clothing! He ran 'to a window across 
which were iron Bars. Wattles man- 
aged to tear two of these from their 
fastenings and with two other men, 
•who had followed him, climbed out on 
the sill. 


A ladder was run up as high as pos- 


sible and the two men with Wattles 
were taken down. He became crazed 
and not waiting forTae return of the 
firemen, sprang for a "net which some 
men were holding on the sidewalk. 
He fell and sustained injuries which 
probaWy will cause his death. 


Kent was left lying on the floor ot 


his room and died of suffocation. 


In a room on the second floor was 


Dr. William Bunker of Chicago, who 
some time ago lost "one of his legs in 
an accident. He was in oed" when the 
fire broke out, and on going to the 
door of his room found escape in that 
direction cut off. Hobbling 
to 
the 


window he climbed out on the win- 
dow sill. He was without 
clothing, 


and when he saw the crowd below 
he crawled back Into the smoke and 
ratne out again wrapped in a blanket. 
He was taken down by the firemen, 


and when" being carried away 
said 


that he would rather have been in 
jured than have come out through 
that window undressed. 


A scene that wrought to the pitch 


of madness the great crowd that had 
gathered around the building was en- 
acted at 
a fourth-story 
window. 


Across this 
window was a heavy 


wire screen, and on the outside of the 
screen were iron bars running parallel 
to the sill. The space between these 
bars was too small to allow the pass- 
age of even a small boy, and behind 
them were gathered a crowd of men 
whose numbers were afte'rward found 
to be between 25 and 30. Escape in 
other directions was impossible, for 
the fire filled all the halls and was 
steadily eating its way toward 
the 


window at which the men were stand- 
ing. The one chance for life for that 
crowd of men lay through that screen- 
ed and barred window. 


The men closest to the screen tore 


and tugged at it in a vain effort to 
tear it from its fastenings 
and the 


men behind them fought madly to get 
close enough to the screen to fasten 
their fingers in it. So fierce did the 
prisoners pull at the screen that from 
tlte street belaow were plainly visible 
tiny strejuns ot blood that trickled 
from lacerated fingers and hands and 
flowed over the window sill. A num- 
ber of the men at the window were in 
straight-jackets and manacles, 
and 


those not being able to help them- 
selves or others were the wildest of 
all "in their frantic 
efforts to break 


through the bars. 


The crowd in the street watching 


the desperate 
situation of the men 


behind the screen was simply an in- 
sane mob. They shouted all sorts ol 
commands and directions at the men 
and gave orders to the firemen who 
were doing all that men could to get 
through the bars from the"1 outside. 
As the flames came steadily toward 
the men, the people in the street 
jumped up and "ciown and screamed in 
helpless rage. 


It seemed as though nothing could 


be done and that all of the men would 
die within six 
inches of 
freedom. 


That any of the men escaped 
at 


all is owing to the work of W. E. 
Davis of Cedar Rapids,' Iowa, a pa- 
tient in the institution. He induced 
the men to cease their disconnected 
pulling at the screen and to unite 
their efforts. Four men at first took 
hold of the screen, and in almost 
a 


minute the crowd behind them push- 
ed them away, and before the four 
men could "get the screen again they 
were compelled to fight with 
their 


fists. 


Davis managed to get his men to 


the window again, and after a' few 
desperate pulls they managed to tear 
down a portion of the screen. Nerved 
to the wprk by their 
success the 


bodies of the men swayed back and 
forth as they put all their strength 
into one 'last effort. 
The hands of 


one of the men were covered with 
blood, but he hung on and pulled as 
best he could, for he and all with him 
were to live not 10 minutes longer un- 
less, that screen came down, and fin- 
ally down it came, the men in their 
desperation 
pulling with it large

remained, and they were heavy, placed 
there for the purpose of withstanding 
all the efforts of insane men.

seats. 


Arms will never,, be placed 
on the

The companies should be halted 


each one opposite the cars or car it 
is to occupy, and should enter the 
cars from the forward end, under the 
direction of its company officers, one 
of whom will have preceded the com- 
pany in the car, and who will sec 
that the men take seats,in rotation!

Regarding the Stone Masons Strike 


Made by the Four Members of 


Arbitration Committee. 


(Communicated.) 


As there have been some misleading 


statements made regarding the stone 
masons' strike we ueem it proper to 
make the following statement: 


On Saturday of the week that the 


stone masons struck the Arbitraion 
Commitee of the Builders' Exchange 
met them and on several different oc- 
casions afterwards, lor the purpose of 
adjusting the differences, but failed to 
do so. At the meeting last night the 
following proposition was made by the 
Exchange, which was rejected: 


"That the stone masons shall de 


clare the strike off; that the prices of 
stone and tile shall be the same as 
last year; day work sha-i be 35 cents 
per hour for first class men, and for 
others such as can be agreed on be 
tween the men and contractors; tha 
they agree not to interfere in any man 
ner wnatever with the work or work 
men employed by any member of the 
Builders' Exchange or any work that 
they may be engaged in during the 
present season." 


The reason given by the stone ma 


sons for refusing to sign the proposi 
tion was that a contractor or fore 
man shall not pick up a trowel or too 
of any kind on his own work, or do 
any work on his own contract; thai 
they must only oversee tie 
work 


which the contractors in a city the 
size of Newark cannot afford to do 
owing to the small number of men em 
ployed by any of them. We claim tha; 
the demands are unreasonable,

American. Ae«ten,e»s P«» In. Port to 


tba Midday R«f>«8ta. 


A great many people feul they have 


done Uieir \»iioie <lul> b> bouii(i iiy- 
giene when they denounce the "quick 
lunch" of tha American business woKW-j 
as the sum of ai 1 gastronomic faiiqui-j 
ties. But in so far as the quick lurich" 
is a light lunch, und it usually is this, 
it may be a. blessing in disguise. In 
fact, an observing foreigner lays much 
of the acuteuess and business energy 
of Americans to the fact that for the 
most part the American business- and 
professional ni%u eats lightly, even if 
hurriedly, and drinks but little at the 
midday meal; hence his mind'is clear, 
he is not sluggish and he is able to do a 
good deal between 1 o'clock and 6. 


As a contrast the foreign ^observer 


mentions the heavy midday eating 
habits of certain European countries, 
notably* Germany, and to that he at- 
tributes the lethargy that is calling for 
all the highest efforts of the best minds 
to counteract. In this he is in har- 
mony •with an American specialist, 
who in decrying a heavy midday meal 
said that "the plan of eating a heavy 
meal at noon and returning to work 
almost directly from the dinner table 
explains -the prevalence of dyspepsia 
in countries not enjoying the long aft- 
ernoon recess of the tropics." Since 
the light lunch and the quick lunch do 
not fit in \vith this criticism those who 
have blamed our national dyspepsia 
on the "busy man's bite" had better 
look a little further into the matter. 


Perhaps ~\^J do eat too much, as cer- 


tain diatetic specialists tell us, but it 
looks as if we were slowly approximat- 
ing, the country over, to an ideal dietet- 
ic system, for Americans, which makes 
the lunch the slightest meal and the 
evening meal the most substantial 
meal of the day, whatever it may be 
called. And -if the quick lunch of the 
business world has had any effect in 
this direction it is not the unmixed evil 
some declare it to be.—Philadelphia 
Press.

It "Wan an Ancient, Self 
Mot-ins; 


Shrine of Bncclms. 


Few, perhaps, are aware that the 


first automobile, considered in the sense 
of a vehicle containing within itself 
powecSi.of locomotion, of which there 
is any authentic accownt was a self 
moving shrine of Bacchus. 


This was the invention of Heron of 


Alexandria, who describes it in his 
work on automatic mechanism. The 
shrine in question was mounted upon 
two supporting and two driving wheels. 
On the axle of the driving wheels was 
a drum, about which was wound a 
rope, which passed upward through 
the space on one side of the shrine over 
pulleys and was fastened to the ring of 
a ponderous lead weight, which rested 
upon a quantity of dry, fine sand. The 
escape of this sand through a small 
hole in the middle of the floor of the 
compartment containing it allowed the 
lead weight gradually to descend anc1 
by pulling upon the cord caused the 
shrine to move slowly forward in a 
straight line. 


Heron describes the method of ar- 


ranging and proportioning the wheels 
in case it was desired that the shrine 
move in a circular path. "He also shows 
how the shrine can be constructed to 
move in a straight line at right angles 
to each other. 


Officials of the patent office overlook- 


ed the device of Heron when they 
granted patents on slot machines, not- 
withstanding that previously Thomas 
Eubank, commissioner of patents in 
1830, illustrated and described Heron's 
invention. The mechanism of the lat- 
ter is almost identical with that in the 
modern device and simply serves as an- 
other proof of the saying, "There is 
nothing new under the sun."—Wash 
ington Times.

Perhaps they have puz- 
zled over this a good deal, wondering 
why the egg will not boil if the water 
does. They know very well that if an 
egg be dropped into boiling water in 
the kitchen at their house and allowed 
to remain five minutes it will be boil- 
ed nearly as hard as a stone. Why. 
then, will it not do the same on a 
mountain top? 


The reason is that it requires less 


heat to boil water on a mountain' top 
than it does down at the sea level, and 
the water, therefore, does not get hot 
enough to cook the egg. Water boils 
on a mountain, say, three miles in 
height at a temperature of about 185 
degrees, but it will not boil at sea level 
at less than 212 degrees. 
Now, as h 


requires a heat of 212 degrees to cook 
an egg, it is very plain why the water 
that boils at 185 degrees will not do 
the work. 


But why will water boil at a temper- 


ature of 185 degrees on a mountain 
top? 


When you put a kettle of water over 


a fire, the water in the bottom of the 
kettle soon begins to get hot, and as it 
gets hot it rises to -the top of the ket- 
tle, colder water corning down to take 
its place at the bottom. This goes on 
until all the water in the kettle be- 
comes hot, and then, as it gets hotter 
and hotter, little globules or bubbles 
of steam form at the bottom and as- 
cend to the top, where they escape into 
the air. 


Now, you must remember that the 


pressure of the air on everything 


• around you is fifteen pounds to the 
square inch, and that pressure there- 
fore is on the surface of the water in 
the kettle and has to be overcome by 
the bubbles of steam before they can 
escape from the water. They have 
force enough to escape when driven 
upward by a heat of 212 degrees,- but 
not until then. 


On a mountain top, however, the con- 


ditions are very different. There the 
air is much Hghter than it is at sea 
level, and the pressure is less than 
fifteen pounds to the square inch. 
Hence the steam bubbles do not meet 
with so much resistance in escaping 
from the water, and a heat of 185 de- 
grees is generally sufficient to drive 
them out. In other words, a heat of 185 
degrees will boil water on the mountain 
top, and as water cannot be made any 
hotter when the steam begins to es- 
cape you cannot make it hot enough 
there to cook food.—New York Herald.
